Tokyo radio announced today that ; 


United States forces het. made a 
new landing at Cape Torokina on 
the west coast of Bougainville 
Island, some distance north of 
Empress Augusta Bay where the 
original bridgehead was establish- 
ed. The broadcast, recorded by 
Reuters News Agency, said the 
troops came ashore in six jarge 
landing barges under cover of a 
bombardment by cruisers and de- 


stroyers. 

The Japanese claimed thelr de- 
fences had “annihilated two com- 
panies” of the landing forces. 
There was no immediate con{irma- 
tion of the reported landing from 
Allied sources. 

Another Tokyo broadcast record- 
ed by the: Associated Press in New 
York quoted an Imperial Head- 
quarters communique as saying 
that Japanese naval aircraft had 
sunk two Allied aircraft carriers 
and another unidentified warship 
east of the Gilbert Islands on the 
night of Nov, 20. A large, cruiser 
also was set afire, said the com- 
munique, which was wholly un- 
confirmed by any Allied reports on 
shipping losses.

Broome, West Australia, Dec. 1— 
(CP Cable) — Soaring into this

to demand a falr price for their 
product.

Herring Catches Good but 
Not as Heavy as Com- 
pared to Previous Years 


Point Traverse, Dec. 1—The fish- 
ing season for 1943 is nearing a 
close at the Point Traverse fishing 
colony. Boats are being hauled from - 
harbor waters and made ready for 

Herring catches from the eastern 
end of Lake Ontario have been 
good, but not as heavy as compared 
to previous years. Lifts averaging 
a half ton of herring per boat were 
taken during the height of the har- 


vest, 

Catches of herring taken during 
the falls of 1930-1935 were the 
largest in years, according to tne! 
fishermen. Production was heavier! 
than the markets could absorb. Lifts | 
of over a ton of herring per boat 
was not uncommon at this colony. 
Prices during the! latter part of 
the season went so low that fisher- 
men. discontinued /operations . and! 
laid up thelr gear for the ‘winter. 

Catches of whitefish taken ‘rom 
shoal waters off here this fall, have 
been exceedingly light, although 
prices remained high. s n 

Heavy lifts of whitefish were 
taken by Prince Edward county 
fishermen during the fall of 1932.’ 
Catches of from 500 to 1,500 pounds } 
of whitefish per boat were taken | 
by fishermen operating from here. ! 
One fisherman netted over 2,000 
pounds of whitefish during one lift, 

Prices for herring during Novem- 
ber 1932, Jumped from 3c lb. to] 
6 1-2 lb; whitefish from 4c to 8 1-2c 
lb, and trout yp to 10c. These prices 
were stated to be unusual as they 
usually dropped at the close of the 
season, 

Prices paid to eommercial fisher-; 
men this fall were very high as’ 
compared to the above stated prices | 
of eleven seasons . Whitefish | 
prices reached an all time high last | 
summer, when fishermen received 
as much as 40 cents per pound for 
them. 

Ideal weather favored the fisher- 
men at their hazardous work this 
fall, and very Uttle net was lost or 
damaged by high winds.

Warnings against Germany's 
peace balloons have been given by 
Minister of Information Brendan 
and others and it is highly ques- 
tlonable that. the anti-Hitler fac- 
thon could make good on any ptace 
promises at this stage of the water. 
The Nazis themselves, | moreover, 
would not hesitate to promote such 
promises in order to create disunity 
and complacency among the Allies. 

The reports, which come through 
channels considered reliable al- 
though they cannot be Identified, 
say the Anti-Hitler group is headed 
by Field Marshal Kral Von Rund- 
stedt, Field Marshal Walther Von 
Brauchitsch, Field Marshal Fedor 
Von Bock and Grand Admiral Erich 
Raeder. They and their supporters 
are said to be convinced: there is 
no hope for a German military vic~ 
tory, but are determined to fight 
on in the hope of obtaining “rea- 
sonable” Armistice terms.

Japan. : 

As a result of these milestone 
meetings the Allled groups ranged 
against both foes have perfected 
the over-all pattern of their vic- 
tory strategies, determining the 
time and nature of the final three- 
pronged assault on Germany_as well 
as the advances designed to bring 
the full power of Britain, Americs 
and China against Japan. 
Profound Results of Conferences 

Washington experts emphasize 
that this is an epochal acoomplish- 
ment.. Despite the long series of 
conferences between Prime Minister 
Churchill. and President Roosevelt 
and an jncreasingly free exchange 
of information with Russia and 
China, no such specific agreements 
on war plans and post-war object- 
ives had ever before been achieved 
among the Allies. 

Speculation ts that the military 
actions to implement the Teheran 
decisions may start in the Balkans. 
For that reason officials here are 
awalting further clues to Turkey's 
role with extreme interest. 

The communique issued jointly 
by Mr, Churchill, Mr. Roosevelt and 
Marsha} Stalin contained an indi- 
cation of possible developments in 
the Balkans area by announcing 
“complete agreement as to the scope 
and timing of the operations to be 
undertaken {rom the east, west and 
south.”* 

This statement was interpreted to 
mean that the time has been set 
for invasion of Europe across the 
Channel. The time undoubtedly was 
chosen with respect to the progress 
of Russian offensives on the east- 
em front and the development of 
an attack in the South of Europe.

Allied Headquarters, Southwest 
Pacific, Dec. 8 — (AP) — A slack- 
ening in naval activity observed at 
Rabaul lent emphasis today to the 
official assertion that the Japanese 
are finding their once-proud New 
Britain island alr and sea base too 
hot to handle.

{Do Bees Know Colar? | 


I have always believed that bess 
possess at least a rudimentary ap- 
preciation of color differences. My 
father-in-law, after long experience 
with bees, believed it, too. Re- 
cently, a series of experiments were 
made to test that color sente. The 
results seem to show that whatever 
color -sense bees may have, the ab- 
ity to, distinguish red, as red, is 
not comprised in it. The experi- 
menter conducted his investigation 
with bees in the open air and near 
the hives. By the aid of what is 
called the food-preference method, 
he found -that one day’s training 
was sufficient to teach many hun- 
dreds of bees to distinguish be- 
tween blue and gray. -

color, he offered them a. material

R. A. Ellis, D. P. C., : that the Allics had bitten off 





from Florida to Canada, It has a wingspread of 





Year of Attacks Ended 
Axis Rule in N. Africa

London, Dec, 17—(CP)— It was 
“Mediterranean Year” in 1943 for 
fovresess armies in North Africa and 

It was a year of attack, of 
fierce fleree, battles and of victories—a 
year which brought ,the end of the 
Axis in Africa and the beginning 
for the Allies in Europe. 

In these 12 months of hard fight- 
ing from the desert through Tunls- 
ia, Sicily and Italy, British and Am- 
erican armies changed the course 
of the war in a brilliant series of 
successful operations. 

A year ago victory in Europe 
seemed remote. Today they talk in 
London and Algiers and Naples of 
sound prospects for a 1944 victory. 

The tremendous effort to the Red 
Army was a major factor but down 
in the Mediterranean four - armies 
won other victories against the Ger- 
mans and Itallans that carved a 
path into the European mainland. 

Now the allied force is firmly es- 
tablished in Italy and a vista’ of 
military possibilities Mes before 
them. There are the boiling Balk- 
ans, southern Prance. Greece and 
eventually southern Germany it- 
self. 

Faced Big Task 

At the start of this eventiul and

C.N.R. Wartime Operation 

‘he Canadian National Railways have 
made history in 1943. Final figures wif, 
show that both the operating net revenues 
and cash surplus will surpass all previous 
records by substantial margins. It is the 
source of much satisfaction that this is 
achieved in a year when the railway has 
been able to do its greatest service in the 
war effort of the Dominion. 

All the system’s vast resources, human 
and material, have been used to the ut- 
most to handle the immense flow of 
traffic, freight and passenger, that devel- 
oped through the year as the tempo of war 
quickened. Freight traffic is estimated in 
1943 to have reached 36,233,000,000 ton 
miles, as against 31,729,000,000 ton ‘miles 
in 1942, an increase for the year of 14.2 
per cent and an increase over 1939 of 
112.1% and of 213.7% over 1933 when the 
depression began to lift. Passenger traffic 
is estimated to have reached 3,633;000,000 
passenger miles in 1943, an increase of 
315.2% over 1939 and 446.39 over 1933. 

This great increase of traffic was 
handled in 1943 by a staff only 7.57 more 
than in 1942, with a decrease of 0.2% in 
the number of locombtives owned and 
with increases of only 2.4% and of 1.6% 
respectively by the numbers of freight 
cars and passenger cars owned by the 
company. While the figures do not tell the 
full story because of improvements in 
equipment, roadbed and so forth that 
*have since been made, still, it is interest- 
‘ing to observe that the vastly increased

—(CP)—In the bleak Northwest At- 
lantic this ugly duckling of the 
Royal Canadian Navy plods along 
convoy routes with supplies for 
speedy; sub-chasing Fairmiles op- 
erating out of the range of home 
supply bases. 

‘That Fairmiles operate from this 
floating naval base instead of from 
home ports was revealed for the 
first time today in a navy press 
release which described the mother 
ship as one of the largest vessels

These new rates apply only to rural consumers served direct by this Commission 
in Rural Power Districts established under Sections 71 to 79, inclusive, of the Power 
Commission Act. They do not apply to consumers in rural voted areas or townships 
operating under Section 54, of the Power Commission Act. In the latter areas, such 
as the townships of Ancaster, Brantford, East York, Etobicoke, London, Nipigon, 
North York, Scarborough, Toronto and Trafalgar, the present rates will not be affected.
